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PREFACE. 



Since the publication in 1835 of Dr. Worcester's " Elementary- 
Dictionary of the English Language" (known as " Worcester's 
School Dictionary"), great changes have occurred in the vocabu- 
laries of words in common use, many that were then more or 
less current having now become comparatively obsolete, and 
very many that were then unknown having become permanently 
ingrafted upon our language. And although since its first issue 
considerable improvements have from time to time been made in 
the " Elementary Dictionary," — notably its revision and enlarge- 
ment in 1860, — ^yet so marked have been the changes of late in 
our rapidly expanding language, that to meet the present order of 
things it has been determined to supersede that work by one so 
essentially new as to embrace such of the principal new words 
now in common use as "will be likely to be referred to, together 
with such modifications in the definitions of certain words not 
new as the most modern usage requires. 

The present volume is oifered to the public as fulfilling these 

conditions, with the assurance that in its construction great pains 

have been taken in the preparation of the vocabulary proper, *n 

addition to which will be found embodied in the volume a table 

of Words and Phrases from Foreign Languages (French, Greek, 

Latin, Spanish, etc.), with translations into English; tables ex- 

,«. hibiting the pronunciation of Greek, Latin, and Latinized Geo- 

^ graphical, Biographical, and Mythological Names ; a table giving 

— the pronunciation of the Names of Distinguished Men of Modern

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PRINCIPLES OF PKONUNCIATION. 



EBMAKKS ON THE KEY. 



f When the marks of pronunciation are aflSxed 
to words in their proper orthography, in this 
Dictionary, without respelling them, the vowels 
which are not marked are silent; thus, a in bSat, 
hSar ; e in able, grive, hiirden ; i in pain, hgifer ; 
and w in fSllow, are not sounded. 

A great part of the words of the English lan- 
guage that have more than two syllables have 
more than one syllable in some degree accented, 
or pronounced more distinctly than the rest ; yet 
this difference in distinctness is not made appar- 
ent by the usual modes of marking the words. 
In this notation, the vowels in the syllables 
which have either the primary or the secondary 
accent have a mark placed over them, denoting 
a distinct sound ; while those which are more 
feebly uttered have a dot placed under them. 

Theflrglf or l(mg, sound of each of the vowels, 
marked thus, a, S, i, o, u, is styled its alphabetic 
or name sound. The sound of the letter y, when 
used as a vowel, is the same as that of i ; but as 
a vowel it begins no English word in common use. 

The long sound of the vowels is generally in- 
dlcated, in monosyllables, by a silent « at the end 
of the word, preceded by a single consonant ; as 
in /ate, m«te, pine^ noU^ Utbe, type* The vowels 
have regularly the long sound if final in an ac- 
cented syllable ; as in ba'gi^ le'gal, tri^alf wno'rouA. 

The eecondy or ekori^ sound of the vowels is 
generally indicated, in monosyllables, by the 
absence of mute e at the end of the word ; as In 
fat^ met, pin, not, tub, hyp. It is also the usual 
sound of a vowel in an accented syllable which 
ends with a consonant ; as in (Oxm'don, aUenftivet 
exhib% laoon'ic, reluc'tant, lyr'icaL 

The /ourtt sound of the vowels, a, e, t, o, and u, 
and the third sound of y (called, with respect to 
«,«,!!, and y, tihort and obtuse), marked thus, S, S, T, 
8, ii, f, are the short sounds of these several vow- 
els whea followed by r in a monosyllable or in an 
accented syllable; as,/ar, hard; her, herd; flr, fir- 
kin ; north, normal ; fur, burden ; myrrh, myrtle : but 
when the succeeding syllable begins with r, or 
the sound of r, as In p8rry, pSril, the vowel has 
the proper short sound. The difference between 
the sound of the vowels, when thus situated, and 
their proper short sound will be readily perceived 
by the following examples: m&n, mSrrow ; mUr, 
aiMrlc0t ;—mlin, mSrry; hgr, merchant;— ftn, 
mirror; fTr, efrele t-^nSU Mrrow; ndr, bSrder ; 
'"*«», JiiXnyr; far, hUrdle, 



Vowels marked with the dot underneath, thus, 
9t 9« I, 9« V, X« ^^^ found only in syllables which 
are not accented, and over which the organs of 
speech pass slightly and hastily in pronouncing 
the words in which they are found. It is to be 
observed that this mark is employed to indicate 
a slight stress of voice in uttering the appropriate 
sound of the vowel, rather than to note any par* 
Ocular quality of sound, 

A, unaccented, at the end of a word, ap- 
proaches the Italian sound of a in father^ as in 
the words cUgebra, comma, idea. 

The third sound of the letter a, marked thus, &, 
is its long sound qualified by being followed by 
the letter r; as in care^ pare, fare. The diph- 
thong ai, followed by r, has precisely the same 
sound, as in fau-f pair; so, also, in some cases, 
has the diphthong eo, as in bear, pear. This 
sound of the letter a U the same as that of the 
letter e in heirf theret where. 

The fifth sound of a, marked thus, ft, Is an »n- 
termediale sound of this letter between its short 
sound, as In fat, man, and Its Italian sound, as In 
far^ father; this sound being somewhat shorter 
than the Italian sound of a. With respect to 
the class of words which. In this Dictionary, 
have this mark, there Is much diversity of treat- 
ment among orthoepists. 

There is a considerable number of words In 
which a has the sound of short o, as In not. 
This sound ocenra ehtefly In words In which a Is 
preceded by qa, w, or wh ; as, quadrangle (quOd- 
rangle), quality (quOlIty), stodRoio (swCllow). 

The letter e has, In several words, the same 
sound as a In fare ,* as In heir, there, where ; but 
were Is properly pronounced wer. In clerk and 
sergeant, it has, according to all the English or- 
thoepists, the sound of a In darlc and margin ; yet 
in this country It is not uncommon to pronounce 
these words more in accordance with their or> 
thography, as cl'drk and sergeant. 

The sound of the letter e Is generally sup- 
pressed In the preterites of verbs, and in parti- 
ciples In ed, when the e Is not preceded by d or < ; 
as, feared, praised, admired, tossed, suppressed, pro- 
nounced feard, praisd, admird, tost, supprest. But 
adjectives ending In ed, unless they are parti- 
ciples as well as adjectives, commonly preserve 
the sound of e before d, as In naked, ragged, 
striped, vdcked, wretched, &c In the follovdng 
words, beloted, ble««ed, cur«e<jf, learned, and winged^ 
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Om sound of e before d is Buppressed when the 
words are used as verbs or participles, and it is 
sounded when they are used as adjectives. 

The long sound of the letter i is heard not 
only in monosyllables ending with a mute e, as 
in^, timet &c., but also in phit, child^ mildt wUd; 
bimd, blind, Jindf hind, kind, mind, rind, &c. 

There is a class of words, mostly derived from 
the French and Italian languages, in which t re- 
tains the sound of long e; as, antique, unique, bom- 
btudne, quarantine, ravine, routine, fascine, fatigue. 

In words which terminate in He and ine, with 
the accent on the penultimate syllable, the t in 
the final syllable is generally short; as^ fertile, 
kostUe, adamaiUine, iiUestine, &c. The following 
are exceptions: ediie, exHe, gerUile, pentile, feline, 
ferine^ coi^fine, and a few others. Also when the 
Eccent is on the antepenult, words ending in He 
generally have the i short ; as, juvenile, puerile, 
&c. ; but it is long In camomile, reconcile, eolipile. 

With respect to w^ords ending In ine, and hav- 
ing the accent on the antepenultimate, there is 
much uncertainty as to the quantity of the i; 
and in relation to a number of such words there 
Is much disagreement among orthoepists; yet 
the general rule inclines to the long sound of i 
\a the termination of this class of words 

When I ends an initial syllable without the 
•ccent,and the succeeding syllable begins with a 
consonant, the { Is generally short or Indistinct, 
•s if written e ; as f n ehUitff, divine, finance : but 
the exceptions to this rule are numerous, among 
which are biqnadrate, ehirography, biography, d£- 
raricaie, librarian, primeval, trU»mal, vitality, and 
many others. In which the i is pronounced long. 

There Is a class of monosyllables ending in /, 
ft,8s,tt, and (h, In which o is marked with the 
short sound in most pronouncing dictionaries, 
though some orthoepists give It the sound of 
broad a (as in fait) in the following words: off, 
•flen, qfer, coffee, scoff, aloft, loft, soft, cross, loss. 



loss, co^ frost, lost, tost, broth, cloth, froth, cough, and 
trough. To these some others might, with equal 
propriety, be added; as, offspring, dross, gloss, 
moss, moth, voroOi. Before ss, st, and th, the letter 
o is frequently sounded ftw * as in moss, gloss, &c., 
lost, cost, &c., broth, cloth, &c. In such cases a 
medium between the extremes is the practice of 
the best speakers. The sound of o is somewhat 
prolonged also in gone and begone, and in some 
words ending in ng; as, long, along, prong, song, 
strong, thong, throng, vjrong. 

There are some words in which o has the same 
sound as u in bull, or oo in good ; namely, bosom, 
vfolf, woman, Wolsey, Wolverhampton. It has thf 
sound of short u in done, son, &c. ; and the sound 
of ti as in hurl in word, work, worth, &c. 

V, at the beginning of words, when long, has 
the sound yu, as in ii«e.— With respect to the 
manner of designating the souiid of the vowel a 
when it comes immediately after the accent, as 
in the words educate, nature, natural, &c., there is 
much diversity among orthoepists. In this work 
the letter u, when it is not accented, and at the 
same time has the sound yii, or yiji, is generally 
marked 4. It is obvious to any observer that 
there are many words of this class in which the 
u may have either the long sound (yG) or the ob- 
scure sound iyrf). 

When M is preceded by r in the same syllable, 
it has the sound of oo in fool, and it is thus 
marked, as In rule, ^le. This sound is given to 
u thus situated by all the principal orthoepists. 

Y, at the end of a word, preceded by a conso- 
nant, is commonly pronounced short and indis- 
tinct, like indistinct e; bm, policy, palpably, lately, 
colony, &c. The exceptions are monosyllables; 
as, by, dry, cry, fly, Ac, with their compounds, 
awry, hereby, wherry, &c. : also verbs ending in 
fy; as, fortify, magnify, testify, Ac; also ally, ap- 
ply, comply, imply, supply, multiply, reply, occupy, 
and prophesy ; in all which it has the long sound. 
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A diphthong is the union of two vowels, pro- 
Bonnced by a single impulse of the voice ; as, oi 
in voice, ou in sound, 

A triphthong is the union of three vowels, pro- 
nounced by a single Impulse of the voice ; as, ieu 
In adieu, iew in view. 



A proper diphthong Is one in which both vow* 
els are sounded ; as, oi in voice, ou in sound. 

The diphthongs which begin with e, i, or u, 
namely, ea, eu, ew, ia, ie, io, ua, ue, ui, and ito, 
differ from the rest ; and they maybe called semi' 
consonant diphthongs; being pronounced as if |f 
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consonant were snbetituted in place of e or i ; as, 
ocean (oee'-yan), poniard (pon'yard) ; and as if 10 
consonant were substituted in place of u; as, 
auuage (as-swage'), languid (lan'gwid), &c. 

An improper diphthong has only one of the 
vowels sounded ; as, ea in heat, oa in coai. In 
the present work, when only one vowel in any 
diphthong receives a diacritical mark, that vowel 
is the one which is to be sounded, and the un- 
marked vowel is silent. 

JE is a Latin diphthong, and is in this work 
pronounced like e in Latin. In English it is 
used almost exclusively in words of Latin or 
Greek origin; and it is commonly long, as in 
paan^ but sometimes is short, as in Dsedalus. 

AI. — The usual sound of this diphthong is the 
same as long a; as in pail^ paint pronounced like 
paletpane. It has the sound of short e in said 
and aaiiki and in again and against; that of short 
a in plaid and raillery; that of long i in aisle; 
and in a final unaccented syllable it has the ob- 
scure sound of the indistinct short i, as in /oun- 
tain, moumtoMt, cwiainy &c. 

ATT. — The common sound of this diphthong is 
the same as that of broad a, or aw, — caui and 
hand being pronounced exactly like caU and haU. 
But when these letters are followed by n and 
another consonant, the sound is changed, in a 
number of words, to that of the Italian a in far 
and farther ; as, by most of the orthoepists, in 
the following words : atmtf daunt, flaunt, gaunt, 
gauntlet, haunch, JiawU, laugh, Zouncft, laundreaa,' 
paunch, gaunter, staunch. Some orthoepists pro- 
nounce a part of these words with the sound of 
broad a, as most of them do the word vaunt, and 
many of them the word taunt. In the word 
draught, this diphthong has according to some 
orthoepists the sound of a in far, and according 
to others the short sound of a in /a< ; in gauge, 
the sound of long a (as in page) ; in hautboy, the 
sound of long o ; and in cauliflower, laudanum, and 
laurel it is by some orthoepists pronounced with 
the sound of short o, and by others with the 
sound of broad a. 

AW.— This diphthong has the sound of broad 
a, — bawl and ball being pronounced exactly alike. 

AY.— This diphthong has the sound of long a, 
as in pay, hay, &c. ; except in quay, which is pro- 
nounced kS. It has the sound of short e in 
says; and in Sundcy, Monday, &c., the last syl- 
/aif/e la pronounced as if written Sundy, &c. 
^^' — The regular Bound of this diphthong Is 
^hAt of long a, as in beat, hear, prononnced like 



beet, here ; but there are many words in which it 
has the sound of short e ; as, It^ad, dead, ready, 
&c. In some words it has the sound of short 
and obtuse e, as in earn, heard, pearl, &c. In a 
few words it has the sound of long a; as in 
break, steak, greaL In some words it has the sound 
of a in far; as in heart, hearten, hearty, hearth, 
hearken; and when unaccented it has only an 
obscure sound, as in vengeance, sergeant. Some 
words, like bear, pear, and swear, are variously 
marked by orthoepists. Most writers give them 
the sound of ai in pair (&) ; but others give them 
the sound of a long, as heard in faie, late. 

EAXJ. — This triphthong is used only in words 
derived from the French. In beauty it has the 
sound of long u ; but its regular sound is that 
of long o, as in beau, bureau, flambeau, &c. 

EE. — This diphthong is pronounced like loug 
e; the principal exceptions are been and breeches, 
pronounced bin and britches. The contractions 
e'er and ne^er, for ever and never, are pronounced 
as if written air and nair; but by some orthoe- 
pists the sound of long a is assigned to them. 

EI. — This diphthong has most commonly the 
sound either of long a or of long e. It has the 
sound of long a, in deign, eight, feign, feint, freight, 
tkein, veH, vein, weigh, weight, &c., and the sound 
of k in heir, their. It has the sound of long e in 
cetZ, ceQimg, conceit, conceive, deceit, deceive, inveigle, 
perceive, receive, receipt; commonly also in eUher, 
neither, and leisure. It has the sound of long i in 
height, heighten, and deight ; of short e in heifer 
and nonpareil; and in an unaccented syllable it 
has an indistinct sound of i, as in foreign, forfeit, 
sovereign, surfeit. 

EO. — ^This diphthong is pronounced like long 
o In yeoman and yeomamy, and like long e in peo' 
pie ; like short e in jeopard, leopard, feoffer ; like 
broad o (as in nor) in georgic; and when unac- 
cented it has the indistinct sound of u or o, as 
In bludgeon, sturgeon, scutcheon, and the indistinct 
sound of i or o, as in pigeon, widgeon. 

EXT.— This diphthong is almost always sounded 
like long u, as in feud, deuce. 

EW. — This diphthong is almost always sound- 
ed like long u, or eu, as in few, hew, new ; but if 
r precedes it, it takes the sound of 00, or of u in 
rule, as In brew, crew, drew. In the words shew 
and strew (written also show and strow) this diph- 
thong has usually the sound of long o, as it also 
has in a few other words. 

EY. — This diphthong has commonly the sound 
of long a, as in bey , dey, -grey, survey. In key and 
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Isy it baa the sound of long « ; and when unac- 
cented it has the slight sound of e, as in g<iUey, 
valley t &c. 

lA. — This diphthong, in the terminations ial, 
MN, and iard, often forms but one syllable, the i 
being sounded like consonant y; as, Chriatianf 
fiUalf poniardf pronounced as if written Chrutf" 
yan,0yaitpon^yard. In some words it has the 
obscure sound of indistinct short i, as in carriage. 

IE, 10, lEXJ, lEW. — The regular sound of the 
diphthong ie is that of long e, as in chief , fief ^ 
field, fiend, grenadier, &c. It has the sound of 
long i in die, pie, vie, &c. ; and the sound of short 
e in friend. — The diphthong io occurs in many- 
words in the termination ion. When t, in this 
termination, is preceded by a liquid, icm is pro- 
nounml like yun, as, million, mintan. The ter- 
minations eUm and tion are pronounced like akun, 
as, vernbn, nation ; but when the t is preceded by 
« or a;, ion is pronounced yun, as, question. The 
triphthong ieu is found in only a few words, 
which are lh>m the French, as, adieu, lieu, pur' 
Ueu ; and it has the sound of long u. — The triph- 
thong ieuf occurs only in view, review, interview, 
and purview. 

OA. — The regular sound of this diphthong is 
that of long o, as in boat, coat, &c. ; but in broad, 
abroad, and groat it has the sound of broad a. 

(E. — This diphthong is derived from the Latin 
or Greek, and it is retained in but few words 
tised in English. It is found in assafostida, where 
it is pronounced like short e; and in oedema, 
oeaophagu8, anteeci, also in foetue (often written 
fetue), in which it has the sound of long e. 

01, OY. — The sound of these diphthongs is 
the same : it is noted in this Dictionary by the 
combined sound of broad o (as in nor) and short 
4ory,aa\>m,hof. 

00. — ^The regular sound of this diphthong is 
heard in moon, food, stoop ; and it is the same as 
that of single o in move, prove. This diphthong 
has a shorter sound (the same as the sound of u 
in bfvM, or of single o in wolf) in the words ending 
In ook, as, book, brook, cook, crook, took; also in 
foU, good, hood, stood, wood, wool, &c. This diph> 
thong haa the sound of long o in door, floor, and 
hrooch ; and of short u in blood and flood. 

OTT.— This is the most irregular diphthong in 
the language. Its most common or regular 
■ound is that in which both letters are heard, as 
in bound, sound, cloud, loud, our, shout, south, &c. 

This diphthong has the sound of short u in 
toumtry, couam, couple, double, trouble, souUiem, 



touch, young, &c. It has the sound of o in viove^ 
or 00 in moon, in accoutre, aggroup, group, croup, 
detour, tourney, tournament, through, uncouth, you, 
your, youth, and also in various other words de- 
rived from the French. It has the sound of 
long o in court, aecourt, courtier, course, concourse, 
though, dough, mould, mouU, mourn, shoulder, mnoutr 
der, pouU, poultice, poultry, soid, &c. It has th^ 
sound of broad a, as in ball, or o, as in nor, in 
bought, brought, fought, ought, nought, sought, be^ 
sought, thought, wrought. It has the sound of u in 
bull, or of 00 in good, in could, should, would. It 
has the sound of short o in hough ; also (or, ac- 
cording to some orthoepists, of broad a) in cough 
and trough, rhyming with ojf and scoff. 

OW. — The regular sound of this diphthong, 
the same as the regular sound of ou, is heard in 
how, now, down, town, tower, &c. It has the sound 
of long o in below, bestow, bloto, crow, flow, flown, 
owner, show, snow, strow, throw, thrown. Sec. ; also in 
the following words, in some of their senses: 
bow, low, lower, mow, shower, sow. 

When this diphthong forms an unaccented 
syllable, it has the slight sound of long o, as in 
borrow, follow, follower. 

TTA.— When both of the letters of this diph- 
thong are sounded, they have the power of wa, 
as in equal, language, persuade, suavity. In some 
words the u is silent, as in guard, guardian, Ac. 

TTE. — ^When these letters are united in a diph- 
thong, and are both sounded, they have the 
power of we, as in consuetude, desuetude, mansue* 
tude, conquesL In some words the u is silent, aa 
in guerdon, guess, guest. When this diphthong is 
final, the « is in many words silent, as in due, 
hue, pursue, value, &c. ; and in some words both 
letters are silent, as in league, faUgue, harangue, 
decalogue, demagogue, dialogue, 4c. — In the termi- 
nation ogue, the o is short when preceded by g or 
I, as, demagSgue, dialSgue, — except collogue; 
but when any other consonant precedes o, it ia 
lopg, as, brogue, rogue, vogue, prorogue. 

XTI. — These letters, when they are united In a 
diphthong and both are sounded, have the power 
of wi, as in anguish, languid, vanquish. In some 
words the u is silent, as in guide, guinea ; and in 
others the i is silent, as In juice, fruit, &c. 

The Consonants are divided into mules ncA 
semi-vowds. The mutes cannot be sounded at ai) 
without the aid of a vowel. They are b, d, k, p^ 
I, and c and g hard. The semi-vowels have an 
imperfect sound of themselves. They are /, L m, 
n, r, s, v, X, z, and c and g soft. The four semi 
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Towels, lyftt^nt and r, are also called liquids, be- 
cause they readily unite with other consonants, 
flowing, as it were, into their sounds. The fol- 
lowing consonants are styled dentals, namely, d, 
J, s, t, z, and g soft, being pronounced chiefly 
by the aid of the teeth ; d, g, j, k,l,n, and q are 
called palatals, from the use made of the palate 
in pronouncing them ; b, p, f, v, and m are called 
labials, being pronounced chiefly by the lips ; m, 
n, and the digraph ng are called nasals, being 
sounded through the nose ; and k, q, c and g hard 
are called gutturals, being sounded by the throat. 
The consonants b, d, f,j, k, I, m, p, v, also w and 
y when used as consonants, have each one uni- 
form sound, except d, which in the termination 
ed, in many preterites and participles, takes the 
sound of <, as in mixed, pronounced mixt, and / 
in the preposition of, in which it has the sound 
of V. 

C. — This letter is hard, and sounds like k, be- 
fore a, o, and u; and it is soft, and sounds like s, 
before e, i, and y, except in sceptic and scirrhus 
and their deriTatiTes, in which it is hard, like k. 
When c comes after the accent, and is followed 
by eo, ia, to, and eous, it takes, like s and t under 
the same circumstances, the sound of sh; as, 
ocean, social, tenacious, cetaceous. In the words 
discern, sacrifice, and s^ffice, and in several words 
derived from them, c has the sound of z, 

CH. — The regular English sound of this di- 
graph is the same as that of tsh; as in chair, chUd, 
rich, church. In words derived from the Greek 
and Latin languages the digraph ch is generally 
hard like Jk, as in anchor, character, chasm; and 
in words derived from the French it has the 
sound of sh, as in chaise, machine. 

6. — G, like c, has two sounds, one hard, and 
the other soft. It is hard before a, o, and u ; and 
before e, i, and y it is sometimes hard. 

The words longer (the comparative of long), 
stronger, younger, longest, strongest, and you/ngest are 
pronounced as if written with gg. Thus, longer, 
the comparative of long, is pronounced Icmg'ger. 

GH.— In this digraph, at the beginning of a 
word, the h is silent, as in ghost, ghastty, gherkin ; 
at the end of a word both letters are commonly 
silent, as in high, nigh, &c. In some words this 
digraph has the sound of /, as in enough, rough; 
in some it has the sound of k, as in horigh, lough. 
In slough it is sometimes silent, and sometimes 
Aas- ^Ae sound of f. 

^^T. — lo tbia termiD&tion the Jettons gh are 
•^^»y8 silent, as injlffhi, right, height, Ac; except 



in draught, which is pronounced, and in some ol 
its senses written, dra/L 

H. — This letter is a note of aspiration, and it 
is silent at the beginning of a number of words ; 
as, heir, heiress, honor, honesty, honorable, hostler, 
hour, &c. In hospital, humble, humor, humorout( 
humorsome, herb, herbage, &c., according to some 
orthoepists it is silent, and according to others 
it is sounded. It is always silent after r ; as in 
rheum, rhetoric, rhapsody, Ac. 

K. — ^^has two sounds, one simple and pure, as 
in man, not, the other compound and mixed, or 
nasal, called also by Walker its " ringing sound," 
which is heard in king, angle, thank, concord, baw 
quet, anxious. This sonnd is given to n in many 
words, when this letter precedes k,corg hard, 
qu, or X. It is accurately expressed as it is writ- 
ten, when g follows n at the end of a word, as 
king, hauy; but in other cases the sound of g is 
interposed between the n and the succeeding 
letter; as, angle (ang'gle), thank (thangk), cow 
cord (cong'cord), banquet (bang'quet). In many 
words in which a syllable ending with g hard is 
followed by another syllable, the sound of g is 
given to the two syllables ; as, stronger (strong'- 
ger), anger (ang'ger), finger (fing'ger). But is 
bringer, hanger, ringer, singer, dinger, springer, and 
stringer, g is sounded only in the first syllable. 

Q. — Q is always followed by u, and the digraph 
qu has commonly the sound of kw, as in queen, 
qwU, quart; but in many words, mostly derived 
from the French, it has the sound of k. 

R. — The letter r has a jarring or trilling effect 
on the tongue, and is never silent. It has a pe- 
culiar influence both on the long and on the 
short sound of the vowels. It has the effect, 
under certain circumstances, to change the short 
sound of a, as in man, into its Italian sound, as 
in far, and the short sound of o, as in not, into 
its broad sound, like broad a, as in nor ; and it 
has a corresponding effect on the short sound of 
the other vowels. 

S. — ^The regular or genuine sound of s is its 
sharp, sibilant, or hissing sound, like c soft, as 
in son, this. It has also a flat or soft sound (called 
by some its vocal sound), the same as that of the 
letter z, as in wise, his. In the prefix dis, s in 
some cases has its flat, soft, or vocal sound, as In 
disarm, disdain, dismal, &c. 8 takes the sound of 
sh in words ending in sion preceded by a con- 
sonant, as in diversion, passion, Ac. ; also In cen*nre, 
sensual, &c. S has the sound of zh in the termi* 
nation sion preceded >ai^ «kNONii«!\^«« in evasion; 
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In a number of words in which « is pre- 
ceded by an accented vowel and followed by the 
termination tir«, as in mecuwre, 

T, like « and c, is aspirated when it comes 
immediately after the accent, and is followed 
by the vowels to, te, or to, taking the sound, in 
ttiese cases, of $h; as in partial^ patient^ nation. 

TH. — This digraph has two sounds ; one hard, 
•a in thin, tkmk, earth, breath, &c. ; the other flat, 
■oft, or vocalized, as in this, then, breathe, &c. 

X. — The regular sound of a: is its sharp sound, 
like £•; as, excellent, execute, expect, tax. 

It has a fiat or soft sound, like gz, when the 
next syllaUe following begins with an accented 
Towel, as in exalt, example, &c. It has the sound 
of s when it is the initial letter of a word. 

Z has the same sound as flat or soft s. It is as- 
pirated, taking the sound of zh, in a few words ; 
as, glazier, asmre, aeieure. 

ACCEKT.— All the words of the English lan- 
guage, of more than one syllable, have one ac- 
cented syllable; and most polysyllabic words 
have not only a syllable with a primary accent, 
but also one with a secondary accent. 

Many words of three and of four syllables 
have only one accented syllable; as, sensible, 
celebrity, &c But some have a secondary accent 
almost as strong as the primary, and almost all 
words of more than four syllables have both a 
primary and a secondary accent, and some words 
of seven or eight syllables have two secondary 
accents; aa, meomprehensibUity. 

There is a considerable number of dissyllables 
which, when used as nouns or adjectives, have 
the accent on the first syllable, and when used 
as verbs, on the second ; as, con' duct, con-duct^ ; 
pretftmt, pretend, &c. 

Words ending in ia, ioc, ial, ian, eous, and ious 
have the accent on the preceding syllable ; as, re- 
gafUa, denu/niac, imperial, merid'ian, spotUa'neotis, 
meb/dioiu. If c, g, s,t,OTx precedes the vowels e 



or i in these terminations, these vowels are gen- 
erally blended with the vowel or vowels whibh 
follow, being pronounced with them in one syl- 
lable ; as, beneju/ial, magi'cian, farina'ceous. 

Words ending in acal and uxd have the accent 
on the- antepenultimate syllable; as, heliacal:, 
zodia'cal, alphabet! ical, fanaifical, geograph'ical, 
poetHcal, &c. 

Words ending in io generally have the ac- 
cent on the penultimate syllable ; as, algebraic, 
metal'Uc, harmon'ic, paraiylfic If a consonant 
immediately precedes the t, the vowels in the 
accented syllable are short, except the vowel 
II, which is long if it is followed by a single con- 
sonant ; as, cheru'bic, teUu'ric, &c. But if u is 
followed by two consonants it is sometimes 
short ; as, fue'tic, ru^Uc ; and sometimes long ; as, 
ru'bric, lu'bric. The following words, which are 
exceptions to this rule, have the accent on the 
antepenultimate syllable: ar'senic (as a noun), 
arith'metic, bish'opric, cath'olic, choVeric, ephem'eric, 
her'etic, hi'natic, poVitic, rhetforic, and tur'meric. 

Words of three or more syllables, ending In 
eal, have their accent on the antepenultimate 
syllable; as, bo'real, corpo'real, mcorpo'real, cm'- 
neal, lac! teal, lin'eal, or' deal; except hymeneal, 
which has the penultimate accent. 

Of words ending in ean, many, being con- 
formed to the English analogy, have the accent 
on the antepenultimate syllable ; as, cerbefrean, 
subterra'nean, Taria'rean; but the following are 
pronounced in the best usage with the accent 
on the penultimate: adamante^an, antipode^an, 
Atlant^an, coloss^an, Epicure^an, Europe^an. 

Words ending in tude, efy, ify, ety, Hy, graphy, 
logy, hquy, aOty, metry, tomy^ meter, gonal, fltums, 
fluent, and parous have their accents on the ante- 
penultimate. 

Words of three or more syllables, ending in 
ulousy inous, erous, and orous, have the accent on 
the antepenult ; except cano'rous and wnu/roue. 
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Tarbs of one syllable, ending with a single 
consonant preceded by a single vowel (as, plan), 
and verbs of two or more syllables ending in the 
same manner and having the accent on the last 
syllable (as, regret), double the final consonant 
of fha verb on assuming an additional syllable ; 



as, plan, planned; regret, regretted. But if a diph- 
thong precedes the last consonant (as in join), or 
if the accent is not on the last syllable (as in 
suffer), the consonant is not doubled. 

There is an exception to the last clause of the 
preceding rule with respect to most of the verbs 
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•nding in the letter 2, which, on assuming an 
additional syllable, are allowed, in the best usage, 
to double the 2, though the accent is not on the 
last syllable ; as, travd, traveUiMg^ travelled^ travel- 
ler; Ubely libeOrngt UbeUed, libeller^ UbeOotu, But 
the derivatiyes of parallel are written without 
doubling the final I. The nouns petals perils 
novel, dial, and vtoZ, on assuming an additional 
syllable, do not double the I; aSy petdUntaffiovelisL 

The verb to bias commonly doubles the < on 
assuming an additional syllable; as, biasaingf 
biassedy biasser; as also the verb to worship, in 
like manner, commonly doubles the p ; as, toor- 
shipy toorshipping, toorshippedy icorshipper. 

Most of the words in the English language 
which end in ise, and almost all of those which 
end in izey are verbs ; and with regard to a num- 
ber of these verbs there is a diversity in usage in 
relation to this termination, the same verbs some- 
times ending in ize and sometimes in ise. But 
the following rule is generally observed : 

Verbs derived from Greek verbs ending in t^w, 
and others formed after the same analogy, have 
the termination ize; as, agonUxy characterize; — 
but words from the French preridre have the ter- 
mination ise ; as, apprise, surprise, enterprise. 

In the w^ords catechise or caiechize, criticise or 
criticize, patronise or patronize, recognise or recog- 
nize, most dictionaries give the termination ise. 

There are a few verbs which are derived from 
wmns ending in th hard or sharp, as in thin, and 
which have e added to th, making the sound of 
th soft or vocal, as in this. Such are the follow- 
ing : from bath, bathe; from breath, breathe ; from 
doth, clothe; from loath, loathe; from sheath, 
sheathe; from sooth, soothe; from simth, swathe. 

Verbs ending in ie change the ie into y on 
adding ing ; as, die, dying; lie, lying; tie, tying; 
vie, vying. Verbs ending with a single e omit the 
e when ing is added; as, place, placing; relate, 
relating. The following words are exceptions: 
dife (to color), dyeing; hoe, hoeing; shoe, shoeing; 
and when ing is added to the words nnge, mvinge, 
and tinge, the e is properly retained, as, singeing, 
swingeing, and tingevng, in order to distinguish 
these participles from singing, swinging, etc. All 
verbs ending in y preceded by a consonant retain 
the y on adding ing ; as, «py, spying ; deny, deny- 
ing; but when ediB added, the y is changed into 
t; as, spy, spied; deny, denied; and when s is 
»dded, the y is changed Into ie : as, spy, spies ; deny, 
^^s»ukf. VerbB ending: in t/ preceded by another 
rvme/ on adding in^, ^d, or g do not change the v 



into t; as, delay, delaying, delayed, delays. The 
following words are exceptions : lay, laid ; pay, 
paid ; say, said ; slay, stayed or staid. 

The greater part of verbal nouns end in er, as, 
ftom. advertise, advertiser ; but many of them end 
in or, as, from imitaie, imitator ; from instruct, in- 
drudar; and some are seen in both forms, as, 
visitor, visiter. — The verbal nouns from beg and 
lie are irregularly formed beggar and liar. From 
peddle the regular verbal noun would be peddler; 
but it is commonly written pedler, Siud pedlar. 

There is a class of words ending in tre, ma 
centre, metre, Ac, which are by some written ceti- 
ter, meter, &c. ; but the former mode is supported 
by the best usage. 

Derivative adjectives ending in able are writ- 
ten without an e before a; as, blaynable, movable, 
not blammble, moveable; except those of which 
the primitive ends in ce or ge ; in such the e is 
retained to soften the preceding consonant. 

Ck>mpound words, formed by prefixing a word 
or a syllable to a monosyllable ending in all, 
commonly retain the double /; as, appall, befall, 
bethraU, downfall, forestall, miscall, overcaU, recall, 
waterfall, toindfaU ; but some of these words are 
very often, if not more commonly, seen with a 
single I; as, appal, befal, beOiral, inOiraX, &c. 

A class of other compound words commonly 
retain the final double U which is found in the 
simple words ; as, bridewell, doumhUL, uphill, mole 
hiO, watermW, windmill, handmiU. — ^With respect 
to foretel, enrol, and unrol, or foretell, enroll, and 
unroU, the authorities and usage are divided. 

Nouns ending In o preceded by another vowel 
form their plural by the addition of s; as, 
cameo, cameos ; foUo, folios ; but if the final o is 
preceded by a consonant the plural is commonly 
formed by adding es; as, cargo, cargoes. The 
following nouns, however, canto, cento, grotto, 
portico, solo, tyro, dtiodechno, octavo, quarto, and 
some others, commonly have their plural formed 
by the addition of s only to the singular ; as, 
canto, cantos. Yet with respect to the plural of 
some of these words usage is not uniform. 

There is a class of words which have in their 
derivation a twofold origin from the Latin and 
French languapres, and are indiflTerently written 
with the first syllable en or in, the former being 
derived from the French and the latter from the 
Latin. With respect to some of these, it 'is dif- 
ficult to determine which form is best ; as, for 
example, ingtiire or enquire, insure or ensure. 

The following words are generally written 
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•wlthont an e after g : abridgmenty acknowUdgmerUj 
Mid judgment; though many write them with it. 
In some cases words are so varioosly affected 
t>7 etymology, analogy, and general Hsage, that 
It is difficult to determine what orthography is 



best supported; as, for example, connection or 
ooiMiexton, despaich or diepatchy Mnderanoe or hinr 
drancet margui$ or morgiien, preterile or preterU^ 
reoognitanoe or recogntaaneey eceptic or tkqptiOf and 
others.

respect to the authority of that in the right-hand 
column there is a great diversity. Both orthog- 
raphies of some of the words are right, the words 
being differently spelt when used in different 
senses ; as, drattght or drafi, fort or /orte, plain or 
plantf &c.

PEEPACB AND EEMAEKS. 



Greek and Latin names introduced into mod- 
ern languages naturally acquire, in sound and 
rhythm, the main characteristics of the different 
languages "vrhich receive them. That "which is 
chiefly attended to and sought after, in classical 
names, is the seat of the accent ; and when the 
seat of the accent and the syllabication are de- 
termined, these names are pronounced, in the 
English language, according to the powers of the 
letters in common English words. In the present 
work no attempt is made to present the systems 
of pronunciation known as Continental and 
ecclesiastical, and the so-called ancient method 
is also deemed inappropriate for a work of this 
description. 

An accented vowel in the penultimate syllable, 
when followed by a single consonant, by^ or e, 
or by a mute with I or r, has the long sound ; as, 
A'baSy A'cra; otherwise it is short, as, Ahdn'tis. 
This pronunciation, in cases like the first and the 
last of these examples, is so obvious that it has 
not been deemed necessary to include such words 
in the vocabulary. 

Exception, — ^Before gl and d, the vowel of the 
penult, unless it be u, has the short sound ; as, 
JEgU (Sgae), AOm (itlas). 

The final e is always sounded ; as in Berenifce, 
This remark, of course, does not apply to Angli- 
cized forms ; as, Prot^er-pine for Pro9erpma, 

In Greek and Latin names the letter g has its 
soft sound before the vowels «, {, and y, and be- 
fore the diphthongs as and a. 

The digraph ch, in Greek and Latin names, 
and likewise in almost all HeU^w names. Is 
sounded hard, like Ic. The digraphs ekyph^rhy 
and tk are to be regarded as single consonants. 

Every final {, though unaccented, has its long 
open sound, as in AlanL But when i, or its 
equivalent y, ends an unaccented first syllable 
of a word, it haa in some caaes its long soiind, 



as in l^anor; in some it takes the indistinct 
sound of e, as in (Micia; and in some it is diffi- 
cult to determine which of these sounds is to be 
preferred, as there is a want of agreement with 
respect to them among good speakers. 

The termination ea is pronounced like the 
English word wue; as, AcMU$ (a-kiiass). 

The terminations au» and oti* are always pro- 
nounced in two syllables; as, Men-e^'uB, An- 
tin'o-us. 

The termination eua in proper names which in 
Greek end in ev9, as Orphetu, Prometheus^ is to be 
pronounced as one syllable, the eu being a diph- 
thong. But in the termination etu in adjectives 
eu is not a diphthong. 

There is a class of proper names ending in io, 
which, in their classical pronunciation, have the 
accent on the penultimate ; as, Alexandrifa, Ckw 
sandri'tty Deidami'Of PkUaddpht'oy Samari'a, &c. 
The English analogy strongly favors the ante- 
penultimate accent in the pronunciation of this 
class of words, and they have consequently be- 
come, in a measure, Anglicized. In £B,ct, the 
words Alexandtiuy PhUadelphiOy and tkvmaria are 
so much Anglicized that it would seem pe- 
dantic, in reading or speaking English, to pro- 
nounce them otherwise than with the antepe- 
nultimate accent. But such of these names as 
are scarcely at all Anglicized, as Antioekia, Dei- 
damiay Lo/omediOy &c., may be allowed to retain 
their classical accentuation. 

There are some other classical names which 
have become more or less Anglicized, and which 
have, in consequence, had their pronunciation, 
in a greater or less degree, changed from the 
classical standard. Thus, Ariust the name of the 
celebrated heretic, is pronounced A'rnu in Eng- 
lish, though the penult is long in Greek ; and 
the usage of the English poets haa substituted 
Hupt^rion for S^er^on, ^

SCRIPTURE PROPER NAMES. 



RULES OF PRONUNCIATION. 



1. One of the principal differences between 
the pronunciation of the Hebrew proper names 
and that of the Greek and Latin relates to the 
sound of the letter g^ which in Greek and Latin 
names is soft before e, i, and y, but in Hebrew 
names it is hard. 

2. The digraph chy in Hebrew names, is 
sounded hard, like k; as, Chebary Enoch; but the 
words Rachd, Chervbimy also Cherub (an angel), 
Ve Anglicized in their pronunciation. 

3. Every final t, forming a distinct syllable, 
though unaccented, is pronounced with its long 
sound ; as, A% ArWa-i. 

4. The two vowels to, when preceded by an- 
other vowel, are sometimes pronounced in one 
syllable, and sometimes in two. When pro- 



nounced in one syllable, the i is sounded like y 
consonant ; as, Benaiah (be-na'yah), laaiak (i-sa^- 
yah). When pronounced in two syllables, the 
accent is on the t; as, Adra-^ah. 

5. The diphthong ei is pronounced, according 
to Walker, like ee; as, OeOan (sSOan). When et is 
followed by a vowel, the i is usually sounded 
like y consonant; as, Iphideiak (if-e^S'yah), 
Sameius (sa-mS'yus). 

6. Gentile names ending in ene, ine, and tkr, 
with their plurals, being Anglicized, are pro- 
nounced like English formatives ; as, Nazarentft 
PhaU^Une, GadfUuy Am'monUty lah'maaUe* ; ex- 
cept Magdalene. Words of this class ending in 
ite have the accent on the same syllable as theii 
primitive!

IN THE FABULOUS HISTORY OF THE GREEKS AND ROMANS 



^.o&n'tha. A nymph beloved by Apollo, and 
changed bv him into the herb bearVfoot. 

A-oSs'tSf. ^he sou of Crinisus and Egesta: — 
a king of Sicily, who entertained iEneas. 

t-sha'tSf . The faithful companion of iEneas. 
9h'e>r8n. The son of Sol and Terra, changed 
by Jupiter into a river of hell or the infernal 
regions ; — ^used also for hell itself. 

A-fhn'lSs. (The hero of Homer's Iliad.) The 
son of Feleus (king of Thrace) and Thetis. He 
was a Greek, who signalized himself in the 
Trojan war, and who, having been dipped by 
his mother in the river Styx, was invulnerable 
in every part except his right heel, but was at 
length killed by Paris with an arrow. 

Ac-l-da'li-f . A surname of Venus. 

A^cis. Tne son of Faunus, a Sicilian shepherd, 
who was killed by Polyphemus because he 
had obtained the affections of Gralataea. 

A-orl'^si-fts. A king of Argos, killed accidentally 
with a quoit by falB grandson Perseus. 

Ac-t»'9n. The son of Aristseus, and a famous 
hunter, who, having surprised Diana as she 
was bathing, was turned by her into a stag 
and killed by his own dogs. 

^d-mS'ti^s. A king of Thessaly, and husband 
of Alcestis. He was remarkable for his mis- 
fortunes and piety. 

A'do'nit. A beautiful youth, beloved by Venus. 

^-dr&s'tus. A king of Argos, and one of the 
seven cniefis who sacked Thebes. 

iB'a-cfit. One of the infernal judges. 

JB-gae'pn. A giant, or monster, who was thrust 
under JEtna : — ^represented as a marine god. 

A beautiful nymph, worshipped by 
the Romans, particularly by the ladies. 

JB-^g'ns. A king of Athens, who gave name to 
the .^ean Sea by drowning himself in it. 

JB-fi'nf . The daughter of Asopus, and a fa- 
vorite of Jupiter. 

JB'frit. The shield of Jupiter. 

iB-iis'thus. A king of Argos, and son of Thy. 
estes. He was killed by Orestes for having 
murdered Araimsmnon. 

M-ifp'tfB. The son of Belus, and brother of 
Danaus. He had fifty sons, who were married 
to their fifty cousins, the daughters of Danaus. 

iB-n8'%t. (The hero of Virgil's .tfi^ietd.) A Tro- 
jan prince, the son of Anchises and Venus. 
He, surviving the destruction of Troy, sailed 
into Italy, and succeeded King Latinus. 

M'^'lfi*. The god of the winds and storms. 
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iBs'^-oiit. The son of Priam, who threw hiin< 
self into the sea in pursuit of Hesperia and 
was changed by Thetis into a cormorant. 

JEs-C9-U'pl-ii8. The god of medicine, and ths 
son of Apollo, killed by Jupiter with a titmn* 
derbolt on account of his skill, and particn* 
larly for having restored Hippolytus to life. 

Asr-^-m6m'non. A king of Mycense and Argos, 
brother to Meneiaus, and conunander-in-diief 
of the Grecian army at the siege of Troy. 

Ag-^-nlp'pf . A fountain at the foot of Mount 
Helicon, consecrated to Apollo and the Muses. 

Ag-la'i-f . One o^the three Graces, an attend- 
ant on Venus. 

A'j&z. The son of Telamon, and, next to Achil* 
les, bravest of the Greeks in the Trqjan war. 

Al-c68't«, or Al-cSs'tis. The daughter of Pe- 
lias, and wife of Admetus. She was brought 
back from hell by Hercules. 

Al-ci'dSy. A patronymic or title of Hercules. 

Al-oln'o-iis. A king of Phseacia, who ente^ 
tained Ulysses when he was shipwrecked. 

Alo-mS'n^. The mother of Herculee. 

^l-cy'f-nS. The daughter of Neptune, and wife 
of Ceyx. She, on hearing of her husband's 
death, threw herself into the sea, and was 
changed into a kingfisher. 

A-18c't5. One of the three Furies. 

A-m&x'9-n8f (Eng. Am'f-s5ns). A nation of 
warlike women in Cappadocia. 

Am'mQn, or H&m'mon. An Egyptian and 
Libyan deity, identified incorrectly by ths 
Greeks and Romans with Jupiter or Zeus. 

^m-phi'pn. The son of Jupiter and Antiope, 
who built the city of ThebM by the music (^ 
his harp. He and his brother Zethus ai« r»* 
ported to have invented music. 

Am-phi-tri't^. The daughter of Oceanus and 
Tethys, sea-goddess, and wife of Neptune. 

An-fhi'sSf . The son of Capys, and fistther of 
iEneas, whom his son iEneas carried on his 
shoulders out of the flames of Troy. 

^n-dr8m'f -^S. The daughter of EStion, king 
of Thebes, and wife of Hector. 

An-dr5m'f-da. The daughter of Gepheus and 
Cassiope. She, contesting with Juno and the 
Nereids for beauty, was exposed to a sea-mon- 
ster, but was rescued and married by Perseus. 

An-tas'fs. The son of Neptune and Terra. He 
was a famous giant, killed by Hercules. 

An-tlg'f-nS. The daughter of (Edipus aqd Jo- 
casta. She was famous for her filial pisty. 
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^.-nfi'bli. An Egyptian deity having a dog's 
head. 

Xph-r9-dl'te. The Greek name for Venus. 

X^pis. An Egyptian deity, variously identified, 
as with Serapis and Osiris, and worshipped 
under the shape of an ox, in token of his 
having taught the Egyptians the art of hus- 
bandry. 

4.-p51'lo. The son of Jupiter and Latona, and 
the god of music, poetry, eloquence, medicine, 
and the fine arts. Mount I^nassus was his 
favorite residence, and he had oracles at Delos 
and Delphi. 

^-r&^h'nf . A Lydian virgin, turned into a spi- 
der for contending with Minerva at spinning. 

Xr-9-5p-f-^'t» (Eng. Ar-f-Sp'^-fitet). The 
judges of the Areopagus at Athens. 

Ar-9-th&'sf. One of Diana's nymphs, the 
daughter of Nereus and Doris. She was 
changed into a fountain. 

Xr-rp-nAu'tss (Eng. Xr'g'f-nftats). The com- 
panions of Jason, in the ship Argo, who went 
to Colchis in search of the golden fleece. 

Xr'grvtt The son of Arestor ; said to have had 
a hundred eyes, but, being killed by Mercury 
when appointed by Juno to guard lo, she put 
his eyes on the tail of a peacock. 

A-ri-&d'ne. A daughter of Minos: she, from 
love to Theseus, gave him a clew of thread 
which guided him out of the Cretan labyrinth, 
and she became his wife ; but being afterwards 
deserted by him, she was married to Bacchus.^ 

4-ri'9n. A lyric poet of Methymna, who, in his 
voyage to Italy, was saved from the cruelty 
of the mariners by the dolphins, which the 
sweetness of his music brought together. 

Ar-ls-tas'^s. A son of Apollo ; he was a rural 
deity who taught mankind to extract oil from 
the olive, and to make honey, butter, &c. 

JLr't9-mIs. The Greek name of Diana. Her 
festivals were called Artemina, 

4s-c&l'a-phfi8. The son of Acheron and Nox, 
tumea Into an owl by Geres for informing 
Pluto that Proserpine had eaten some grains 
of a pomegranate ;— also a son of Mars, and 
one of the Argonauts. 

A^t-ca'n|-iit, or I-u'lvt. The son of .Sneas and 
Creusa, and founder of Alba Longa in Italy. 

4-so'pvt. The son of Oceanus and Tethys, and 
kin^ of Boeotia, changed into a river for re> 
belling against Jupiter. 

4t-tr»'^. The goddess of Justice ; changed into 
the constellation Virgo. 

JLt-^-l&n't^. A princess of Scyros, who con- 
sented to marry that one of her suitors who 
should outrun her. Hippomenes was the suc- 
cessful competitor. 

JL'te. A daughter of Jupiter, and the goddess 
or discord. 

Xt'l%s. One of the Titans, and king of Mauri- 
tania. He supported the world on his shoul- 
ders, and was turned into a mountain by Per- 
seus. 

A'trena. The son of Pelops and Hippodamia, 
and father of Agamemnon and Menelaus. 

At'r9-p8t. One of the three Fates ; the one that 
cut the thread of life. 

$.u'k^'i,M^ or Au-ii'at. One of the Argonauts, 
afterwards king of Elis. It was one of the 
labors of Hercules to cleanse his stables of the 
filth which had been collecting for thirty yean. 



Au-ro'r^. The goddess of the morning. 
£u-t51'x-ci&t. One of the Argonauts, the son of 
Mercury and Chione,and a notorious thief.

Bf o-phln'tSsi Priestesses of Bacchus. 

B&o'fhft. The son of Jupiter and Semele, and 
the god of vdne and of drunkards. 

Bel-lSr 9-ph5n. The son of Glaucus, king of 
Egypt, and very beautiful. With the aid of 
the horse Pegasus, he destroyed the Chimeera. 

Bfl-lo'nf . The goddess of war, and the com- 
panion and virife or sister of Mars. 

Br 1^8. The son of Neptune and Libya, and 
one of the first kings of Babylon or Assyria, 
to whose statue divine honors were paid, and 
to whom a magnificent temple was built. 

Bo'n^ BS'a. A name given to Ops, Vesta, Cy- 
bele, and Rhea, and by the Latins to Fauna or 
Fatua. Her sacrifices were performed secretly 
or by night, and by women only. 

Bo'r9-&t. The son of Astraeus and Aurora ; the 
name of the north wind. 

Bri-a'r9-i&8. A giant that warred against heaven, 
and was feigned to have had fifty heads and 
one hundred hands. He is also called JEgseon. 

Bri-8g'}8, or Hlp-p9-df-mi'f . The daughter of 
Brises, priest of Jupiter. She was given to 
Achilles upon the taking of Lyrnessus in the 
Trojan war, but afterwards forced from him 
by Agamemnon. 

Bf-Bi'ris. The son of Neptune and Libya. He 
was a tyrant of Egypt, and a giant, who fed 
his horses on human flesh, and was killed by 
Hercules.

Cf -bi'ri. Mystic divinities, sacred priests, or de- 
ifled heroes, whose rites were celebrated in the 
islands of Samothracia and Lemnos. 

GS'cuB. The son of Vulcan, a notorious robber, 
slain by Hercules for stealing his oxen. 

G&d'mu8. The son of Agenor, king of Phoenicia, 
the founder of the city of Thebes, and the re> 
puted inventor of sixteen letters of the Greek 
alphabet. 

G&lwth^s. A famous soothsayer in the Grecian 
armv engaged in the Trojan war. 

Cf l-li'9-pe. One of the Muses. She presided 
over eloquence and epic poetry. 

Cal-Us'to. An Arcadian nymph, metamorphosec' 
hy Jupiter into a she-bear, and made a con- 
stellation, called the Great Bear. 

Cf -l^'so. One of the Oceanides, and one of the 
daughters of Atlas. She reigned in the island 
Ogygia, and entertained Ulysses. 

Cf-mll'la. A famous queen of the Volsci, who 
opposed iEneas after his landing in Italy. 

Cf-mcs'naB. A title of the Muses. 

C&p'^-nefis. A famous Grecian, killed at th^ 
siege of Thebes. 

C^s-sin'drf . The daughter of Priam and Hec- 
uba, endowed with the gift of prophecy by 
Apollo, but no one believed what she foretold. 

Cf s-tU'i-dSs. The Muses, so called from the 
fountain uistalius, at the foot of Parnassus. 
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Wa'tor. A son of Jupiter and Leda. He and 
bia twin brother I^tlhu shared immortality al- 
ternately, living and dying every six months, 
and were furmtw into the constellation Gemini. 

OS'orSps. A very rich Egyptian, the founder 
and fl rat king of Athens, where he instituted 
marriage, altars, and sacrifices. 

0«n-tiu'ri (Kwj. Oin'tiurf). A people of Thea- 
saly, half man and half horse, vanquished by 
Theseus. 

GSr'bf-r&s. The three-headed dog of Pluto. 
He guarded the gates of hell ; but Hercules 
overcame him and brought him away. 

CS'rSs. The daughter of ttetum and Cybele, 
ana the goddess of corn, harvest, and flowers. 

fJh&r'l-tSf . The Graces. — See Graces. 

phi'rpn. The son of Krebus and Nox, and ferry- 
nwn of hell, who conducted the souls of the 
dead, in a boat, over the rivers Styx and Ach- 
eron. 

pha-rVb'dit. A ravenous woman, turned by 
Jupiter into a gulf or whirlpool on the coast 
of Sicily, opiMMite to the rocks called Scylla. 

fJhi-mas'r^. A strange monster of Lycia, killed 
by Bellerophon. 

phl'rQn. The son of Saturn and Phillyra. He 
was a Centaur, was preceptor to Achilles, taught 
Ji^culapius physic, and Hercules astronomy, 
and was made the constellation Sagittarius. 

IDhlo'rIt. The goddess of flowers ; Flora. 

phrx-88'|B> '^^^ daughter of Chryses, priest of 
Apollo, famed for her beauty and for her skill 
in embroidery. She fell to Agamemnon's lot 
in the course of the Trojan war, but was after- 
wards restored, in order to stop a plague 
among the Grecians, which Apollo had sent 
at the request of her father. 

Oir'cf. The daughter of Sol and Perse. She 
was a noted enchantress. 

Gli'o. The Muse who presided over history. 

Glo-^-cI'na. A surname of Venus, and a god- 
dess at Rome who presided over the doacat^ 
sewers or drains. 

015' tho. One of the three Fates ; the one that 
presided over birth. 

Glft-^m-nSs'tr^. The faithless wife of Aga- 
memnon, killed by her son Orestes for her 
crimes. 

G9-cy'tvs. One of the infernal rivers. 

Cob'I^s. Son of ^ther and Tellus, and one of 
the most ancient of gods ; the same as Uramu. 

C5'mut. The god of revelry, feasting, and jol- 
lity. 

CSr-x-b&n'tSf . Priests of Cybele. 

Cre-ii'sf . The daughter of Priam, and wife of 
^neas. 

Oro'cus. A young man who was enamoured 
of tne nymph Smilax, and was changed into 
the flower or plant called crocus. 

Cros's^S' The king of Lydia, and the richest 
man of his time. 

Ofi'pid. The son of Mars and Venus, a cele- 
brated deity ; the god of love, and love itself. 

C3^b'9-18. The daughter of Ccelus and Terra, wife 
of Saturn, and mother of Jupiter and other 
gods. She is called also Rhea^ Opn. Sec. 

Or olSpt {ring. A pi ; Lat. ol. Of -olo'pSf ). Vul- 

can*8 workmen, giants wno had only one eye, 

in the middle of the forehead, and who were 

fflain by Apollo in a pique against Jupiter. 

According to Hetlod, they were three in num- 



ber, Argt$t Bnontet, and Sttropm. Their noBibtc 
was greater according to other mytiu>logista 
and in the age of UlysMs Piolgpkemtu was tht 
chief among them. 

Ofn'thi-a. A surname of Diana. 

Ofn'thi-ost A surname of Apollo. 

Oyp-f-rXs'ava. A beautifdl youth metamor- 
pnoeed bv Apollo into a cypreiB for having 
killed a mvorite atag.

D«d'f -liia. An ingenious artiat and artiflcer of 
Athens, who formed the Cretan labyrinth, and 
invented the auger, axe, glue, plumb-line, saw, 
and masts and sails for ships. 

Din' a-8. The daughter of Acriains, and mother 
of Perseus. 

Da-nS'|-d8f. The flfhr daughters of Danans, 
King of Argos, all of whom, except one (Hy- 
permnestra), killed their husbands on the flnt 
night after marriage, and were therefors 
doomed to draw water out of a deep well and 
eternally to pour it into a cask ftill of holes. 

S&ph'nf. The daughter of the rirer Penens. 
Sne was changed into a laurel-tree. 

S&ph'niS' ^ shepherd of Sicily, and son of 
Mercury. He was educated by the nymphs, i 
and inspired by the Muses with the love of 
poetry. 

Sir'df-niis. The son of Jupiter and Electrs, 
and founder of Troy. 

Se-Id-f-mi'%. The daughter of loroomedes. 
King, of Scyroe, wife of Achilles, and nratiier 
of Pyrrhus. 

S9-Iph'9-biis. A son of Priam and Hecuba. He 
married Helena after the death of Paris, but 
was betrayed by her to the Greeks. 

D8j-^-ni'rf . The daughter of (Enens, and wift 
of Hercules, who killed herself in despair 
because her husband burnt himself to avoid 
the torment occasioned by the poisoned shht 
that she had given him to regain his lore, ac- 
cording to the direction of Nessus, the Gen- 
taur, fh>m whom she received it. 

DS'lf-f . A festival in honor of Apollo. 

S8'l|-ns. A suniame of ApoUo. 

SeQ-ca'l{-9n. The son of I^metheus, and king 
of Thessaly, who, with his wife Pyrrfaa, was 
preserved m>m the general deluge. Thev rs- 
peopled the world by throwing stones behind 
them, as directed by the oracle. 

Sl-i'n^. The daughter of Jupiter and Latona, 
and goddess of hunting, chastity, and mar* 
riage. 

DX'dd. The queen of Carthage, daughter of Be- 
lus, and wife of Sicheeus. She b«i1t Carthage, 
and, according to Virgil, entertained .Sneason 
his voyage to Italy, and stabbed herself in 
despair because ^neas left her. 

Si-o-mS'dSs. The son of Tydeus, and king of 
iKtolia, wno gained great reputation at Troy 
and with Ulysses carried ofT the Palladium. 

Df'ne. A name or title of the Furies. 

SIr'cf. The wife of Lycus, king of Thebes. 
She was draned to death by a mad bull. 

Sis. A title of Pluto : — also, a god of the Gauls. 

Sfs-oSr'dl-a. A malevolent duty, the godd( 
of contention. 
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DrS'oo. An Athenian lawgiver, so seTere as to 
punish every crime with death. 

Dry'^-dgf {Eng. Dry'^df). Nymphs who pre- 
sided over the woods.

An artist, who made the Trojan horse 
and invented the sword and buckler. 

fiph-l-U'tSy. A monstrous g^ant, son of Nep- 
tune. 

fir'^-to. One of the Muses : — she presided over 
Ivric and amorous poetry. 

Sr'f-bfis. The son of Chaos and Nox, an infernal 
deity : — a river of hell, or hell itself. 

]B:-r^n'ny-§9. A Greek name for the £«menides, 
or Furies. 

ftr-jr-ci'n^. A surname of Venus. 

Eu-mSn'l-dS^. A name of the Furies. 

Eij.phor'bus. The son of Panthous. He was 
slain by Menelaus in the Trojan war. 

Xiii-phrSs'x-nS. One of the three Graces. 

Eii-ro'p^. The daughter of Phoenix or Agenor. 
Her beauty charmed Jupiter, who took the 
form of a white bull and carried her to Crete. 

EG-ry'^-le. A queen of the Amazons: — also, 
one of the three Gorgons. 

Eii-ry'^-liis. A Peloponnesian chief in the 
Trojan war :— also a Trojan and a friend of 
Nisus. for whose loss iBneas was inconsolable. 

Eii-ryd'l-cS. The wife of Orpheus, killed by a 
serpent on her marriage-day. 

Eu-r^l'o-phfis. One of the companions of Ulys- 
ses, and the only one who was not changed by 
Circe into a swine. 

Eu-r3?n'9-me. The daughter of Oceanus, and 
mother of the Graces. 

Eii-rWtheuB. The son of Sthenelus, and king 
of Mycenae, who, at Juno's instigation, set his 
brother Hercules twelve different labors. 

EQ-ter'pf. The Muse who presided over music.

Fates, or Par'^e. Powerful goddesses, who pre- 
sided over the birth and the life of mankind. 
They were the three daughters of Nox and 
Erebus, named Clotho, Lachesis, and Atropot. 
Clotho was supposed to hold the distaff, La- 
chesis to draw the thread of human life, and 
Atropos to cut it off. 



FAu'ni {Eng. Fftnnf ). Rural deities, described 
as having the legs, feet, and ears of goats, and 
the rest of the body human. 

Fftu'nfs. A fabled king of Italy, fond of agri- 
culture, and revered as a deity. 

Ff-ro'n|-f • The goddess of woodlands and 
groves, and the patroness of slaves. 

Flo'rf . The goddess of flowers and gardens. 

For-tu'nf . The goddess of fortune, from whose 
nand were derived riches and poverty, happi- 
ness and misery ; — said to be blind. 

Fu'riey. The three daughters of Nox and Ache- 
ron, Alecto, Tisiphonet and Megmra. They were 
armed with snakes and lighted torches, and 
were ministers of the vengeance of the gods.

G&l-a-t«'a. A sea-nymph, daughter of Nereus 
ana Dons, loved by Polvphemus and by Acis. 

G&n-x-mg'dg9 (Eng. O&n'y-mSde). The son of 
Tros, king of Troy. Jupiter, in the form of 
an eAgle, snatched him up, and made him his 
cup-bearer, instead of Hebe. 

9S'n|-i. Spirits, demons, or guardian angels 
who presided over the birth and life of men. 

9e'rx-5n. A monster, represented as having 
three bodies and three heads, and as having 
fed his oxen with human flesh, and who was 
therefore killed by Hercules. 

Oor'd}-Qs. A husbandman who became king 
of Phrygia, and who tied a knot of cords, on 
which the empire of Asia depended, in so in- 
tricate a manner that Alexander, unable to 
unravel it, cut it asunder. 

Oor'g5n9. Three daughters of Phorcys and 
Ceto, named Stheno, Eurpale, and Medusa. Their 
bodies were covered with impenetrable scales, 
their hair was entwined with serpents, they 
had wings and brazen claws, and they could 
change into stone those whom they looked on. 

Ora'c^S. Three goddesses, represented as beau- 
tiful virgins, and attendants on Venus. Their 
names are Aglaia, Eaphrotyne, and Thalia.

/mpn. A Theban prince who slew himself 
on the tomb of Antigone for love. 

H&m-^-dry'a-dSf. {Ei^n. H&m'^-dry-^d;). 
Nymphs who lived in woods and presided over 
trees. 

Har-py'i-8B {Eng. Har^pley). The three daugh- 
ters of Neptune and Terra, named Adlo^ Celaene^ 
and Ocypete, hideous winged monsters, with the 
faces of virgins, the bodies of vultures, and 
hands armed with claws. 

He'b^. The daughter of Juno. She was the god- 
dess of youth, and Jupiter's cup-bearer, but 
was banished from heaven on account of an 
unlucky fall. 

HSc'^-tS {Eng. HSo'^te). A goddess of hell, 
sometimes identified with Diana on earth, 
Luna in heaven, and Proserpine in hell. 

HSo'tor. The son of Priam and Hecuba ; the 
most valiant of the Trojans, slain by Achilles. 

HSc'A-b^. The daughter of Dymas, king of 
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Thrace, and wife of Priam. She tore her eyes 
out for the luas of her children, and was turned 
into a bitch for railing at the Grecians. 

HSl'e-nf (Enff. HSl'^n). Daughter of Tyndams 
and Leda, and wife of Menelaus; the most 
beautiful woman of her age, who, by running 
away with Paris, occasioned the Trojan war. 

H61'f •nils. Son of Priam and Hecuba, spared 
by the Greeks for his skill in divination. 

H^-li'^-dSf . The three daughters of Sol (the 
sun) and Clymene, Lampethtuoy Lampetta^ and 
I^UL^itinua^ chaneed into poplars for lamenting 
greatly the death of their brother Phaeton. 

Hfl'|-o5n. A mountain of Boeotia, sacred to the 
Muses. 

Bfil'lf. The daughter of Athamas ; flying fh)m 
her step-mother Ino, she was drowned in a 
strait, — hence called Hellespont. 

HSr-^-cli'dfls. The descendants of Hercules. 

HSr'cv-lCs, or HSr'f-klSf . The son of Jupiter 
and Alcmena. He became a famous hero, and 
was remarkable for his great strength, and 
celebrated for his twdve labon. 

Her'mae. Statues of Mercury in Athens. 

Her'mSs. The Greek name of Mercury. 

H^r-ml^p-nS. The daughter of Mars and Venus, 
and wife of Cadmus. She was changed into a 
serpent. Also, a daughter of Menelaus and 
Helena, married to Pyrrhus. 

Hi'ro. A beautiful woman of Sestos, in Thrace, 
and a priestess of Venus, whom Leander of 
Abydos loved so tenderly that he swam over 
the Hellespont every night to see her ; but he 
being at length unfortunately drowned, she 
threw herself, in despair, into the sea. 

He-si' 9-ng. The daughter of Laomedon, king of 
Troy, saved from a sea-monster by Hercules. 

Hes-pSr'i-dSy. Three nymphs, daughters of 
Hesperus. They g^narded the golden apples 
which Juno gave to Jupiter. 

H6s'pe-riis, or YSs'pf r. The son of Japetus, and 
brotner to Alias ; changed into the evening 
star. 

H)p-p51'x-ttis. The son of Theseus and Anti- 
ope, or Hippolyte. He was restored to life by 
iEsculapius at the request of Diana. 

H|p-p5m'e-d5n. The son of Nesimachus, and 
one of the seven Grecian chiefs in the war 
against Thebes. 

H)p-p5m'9-n6s. A Grecian prince, who, beating 
Atalanta in the race by throwing golden apples 
before her, married her. They were changed 
by C^bele into lions. 

Hy-9-oIn'thvB. A beautiful boy, beloved by 
Apollo and Zephyrus. The latter killed him ;

The daughter of Coeus the Titan and 
Phoebe, and mother of Apollo and Diana. 

Lf -vlu'l-^. The daughter of Latinus. She was 
married to ^neas, in consequence of his slay- 
ing Turnus in single combat. 

LS'da. The mother of Castor and Pollux, of 
Helen and Cl3rtemnestra. 

Lfi'the. A river of the infernal regions. The 
drinking of the waters of this river caused an 
entire forgetfulness of the past. 

Lu'c|-fer. The planet Venus, or morning star ; 
— Bsda to be the son of Jupiter and Aurora. 

Ln-cl'n^. A daughter of Jupiter and Juno. She 
was a goddess who presided over childbirth. 

Ln'na. The moon, the daughter of Hyperion 
and Terra; — Diana's name in heaven. 

Lu-p^r-ci'll-f . A festival of Pan at Home. 

Lf c-9-mS'd59. A king of the island Scyrus, 
among whose daughters Achilles was for some 
time concealed in women's apparel, to keep 
him from going to the Trojan war. 

L^n'oeSs. The only son of ^gyptus who was 
not killed by the Danaides on the night of 
their marriage.

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WEIGHTS, MEASURES, AND MONEY. 



STANDARD OF WEIGHT. 

The Standard Unit of Weight in the United 
States and Great Britain is the Troy pounds 
ivhich is equal in weight to 22.2157 cubic inches 
of distilled water at 62P Fahrenheit, the barom- 
eter being at 30 inches. The Troy pound con- 
tains 5760 Troy grains ; the pound avoirdupois 
is equal to 7000 of the same grains. 

The Standard Unit of Length is the Yard. To 
determine the length of the yard, a pendulum vi- 
brating seconds of mean time in a vacuum, at 
the level of the sea, in the latitude of London, 
is supposed to be divided into 391,393 equal parts ; 
10,000 of these parts are equal to one inch, and 
360,000 of them to 36 inches, or the standard 
yard. In the United States the actual standard 
of length is a metallic scale procured bj Con- 
gress for the United States Ck)a8t Survey and 
kept in the Office of Weights and Measures at 
the Treasury Department in Washington. 

STANDARD OF CAPACITY. 

In the United States the Standard Unit of 
Liquid Measure is the Wine Gallon, containing 
231 cubic inches, or 8.3389 lbs. avoirdupois of 
distilled water at the temperature of its greatest 
density.
